SECTION “E” EXPLANATION 


The following explanation is provided for the animals listed in column “E” on APHIS 

Form 7023 at the University of Rhode Island: 

1 . Thirty -one New Zealand White rabbits and nine P.leucopus (white-footed mouse) 
were used for tick feeding. Due to potential interference with tick feeding, no 
analgesics were used to minimize pain or distress. Maintenance of laboratory strains 
of ticks necessitates the use of vertebrate hosts. In vitro feeding methods have been 
developed for blood sucking insects such as tsetse flies, mosquitoes, kissing bugs, and 
fleas. However, these arthropods require a blood meal that lasts from just a few 
seconds to one hour compared top the tick, which remains firmly anchored to the 
same feeding site for 2-14 days. The important steps preceding the blood meal of a 
tick depend on a specific blend of thermal, hydro, mechanical, olfactory, and contact 
chemo stimuli. The tick mainly engorges during the last 24 hours of feeding, with the 
preceding days allowing for the tick to undergo a variety of physiological changes. 

All of this renders the tick rather delicate candidates for in vitro feeding, as an 
adequate diet of blood has to be maintained at the feeding site throughout attac hm ent. 
Several trials to feed ticks through membranes have been carried out without success. 
There are currently no alternative methods for tick feeding available. 

2. Thirty-one sheep underwent standard farm animal procedures such as tail docking, 
castration, and tattooing. One goat also underwent de-homing, and forty chickens 
underwent de-beaking. It is standard farm practice not to use analgesic or anesthetic 
agents when carrying out these procedures. 


We appreciate the diligent supervision of animal activities by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Further, we look forward to a continuing positive 
working relationship.
